It is enjoined upon them | 
in the New Testament; and while 
it is not so vital as the kind just 
mentioned, it is nevertheless im- 
portant for the life of the church 
and the development of the in- 
dividual believer. It is about that 
experience that I desire to speak 
—the experience referred to by 
the Apostle John in the text—the 
experience that every believer 
ought to have with the Holy 
Ghost: 


Now, John found it necessary in 
his day to instruct the church con- 
cerning the Holy Spirit because 
there were so many “isms” on 
every hand. It is needful for you, 
he said in effect, that you should 
know the Holy Spirit of God so 
that you may rightly interpret the | 
workings of the Spirit in your 
midst. 

We find it just as necessary to

be so taught today. The church is 
beset with more “isms” than in| 
the days of John. On every hand 
we are confronted with them. It is 
sometimes hard for us to tell 
which are the workings of Satan | 
and which the workings of the! 
Spirit of God. 


There is Christian Science, for | 
example, and Occultism, and New- 
Thought-ism. Some of the “isms” 
may accomplish, along certain 
lines, something that is good and 
helpful, but on other lines they) 
are seen to be very full of here- 
sies and of evil. 

Here, then, we have THE TEST 
OF. SPIRITUAL EXPERIENCE. 


I feel the importance of this 
test growing out of our environ- 
ment. “Know ye the Spirit of God” 
—having personal experience with 
the Holy Ghost, so that you will 
know His workings upon your own 
heart, and will be enabled to in- 
terprvet His work in the’ world. 

The Spirit of God is revealed 
through the Word of God con- 
cerning His work in the world. 
Jesus promised that the Holy 
Spirit should come and abide with

three gates; and on the west 
three gates. And the wall of the 
city had twelve foundations, and 
in them the names of the twelve 
apostles of the Lamb. And he 
that talked with me had a gold- 
en reed to measure the city, and 
the gates thereof, and the wall 
thereof. And the city lieth four- 
square, and the length is as 
large as the breadth: and he 
measured the city with the 
reed, twelve thousand furlongs. 
The length and the breadth and 
the height of it are equal. And 
he measured the wall thereof, 
an hundred and forty and four 
cubits, according to the measure 
of a man, that is, of the angel. 
And the building of the wall of 
it was of jasper: and the city 
was pure gold, like unto clear 
glass. And the foundations of 
the wall of the city were gar- 
nished with all manner of pre- 
cious stones.

twelfth, an amethyst. And the 
twelve gates were twelve pearls; 
every several gate was of one 
pearl: and the street of the city 
was pure gold, as it were trans- 
parent glass. And I saw no 
temple therein: for the Lord God 

Almighty and the Lamb are the 

temple of it.”—Rev. 21:10-22. 

We are on Bible ground when 
we speak of things built for the 
glory of God, and to be used by 
His people.

Is It A Sin To Be Rich: 


By the Editor 


We have a letter from a good 
man in Nebraska, who _ saved, 
bought land, bought cattle, and 
with the help of his thrifty father, 
has become independent, owning 
a good deal of land, and making a 
good income. He asks, with real 
concern, whether it is a sin to be 
rich, and whether a man who 
earns more is entitled to more, 
and whether the time is coming 
in America, when opportunities for 
owning property will be limited 
because of a denser population. 

Because there has been so much 
foolish teaching on this line, par- 
ticularly in modernistic denomina- 
tions, and in the Sunday School 
literature dominated by modern- 
ists and socialists, we give the 
editor’s answer here. 


September 2, 1952. 
My dear Brother D. . 

I thank you for your good let- 
ter, and I am glad to answer it 
and to give my opinion. 

First, you were right in believ- 
ing that a covetous heart is sin- 
ful. God does not want people 
thinking too much about money 
and about property. The love of 
money is the root of all kinds 
of evil. But the Bible does not 
even suggest that the rich man 
went to Hell because he was rich, 
nor that Lazarus was saved be- 
cause he was poor. The rich man 
went to Hell because he would 
not repent of his sins. It is clear 
throughout the Bible that one who 
trusts in Jesus Christ is saved, 
and one who does not trust in 
Christ is lost. Having money or 
not having money; having land 
or not having land—these have 
nothing to do with salvation. Of 
course if a man should let his 
love for money or his love for’ 
anything else keep him from trust- 
ing Christ, it would result in his 
eternal doom. And after one is 
saved, if one has his mind too 
much taken up with making mon- 
ey, whether he is poor, or whéther 
he is rich, it will dwarf his Chris- 
tian life and make him more or 
less unfruitful as a Christian. The 
love of money is a great temp-

tation, and covetousness is a great 
sin. 

However, the Bible does not 
anywhere say that ownership of 


property is a sin. The Bible no- 


where even hints that. every man 
ought ito have the same amount 
of property. Men do not deserve 
the same income because they do 
not work the same way. They do 
not spend the same way. They do 
not have the same kind of char- 
acter. The clear Bible teaching 
is that earnings ought to be de- 
pendent upon one’s work. One's 
reaping ought to be according to 
his sowing. 

You have saved money, bought 
land, etc. It is true that there is 
now no more free government 
land, or very little of it. But there 
is really just as much chance to 
save money and to own property 
now as there ever was in Amer- 
ica. An automobile worker in De- 
troit probably has more money 
to spend than you have, and could 
Save money and have as good an 
estate as you have, in ithe same 
length of time, if he tried to. 
Or a man working in the steel 
mills and getting fifteen to twenty 
dollars a day, or working five 
hours a day in the coal mines and 
getting fifteen to twenty dollars a 
day, could save money and have 
an estate equal to your own if he 
wished to do so, and if he were 
willing to do without as you have 
done without. Laboring people who 
have new cars, who carry heavy 
insurance, who eat steaks and pork 
chops, who take long vacation 
trips, who have television sets, 
could have saved money as you 
did, and have owned property. 
Your idea that the frontiers in 
America have disappeared and 
that the opportunity for a man to 
Save and own property and get 
ahead are diminished, is, utterly 
wrong. Most of my adult life I 
have gotten considerably less than 
an ordinary carpenter or a brick- 
layer, or automobile worker gets. 
I have not saved up any property 
for myself, but my wife and I 
have given away over $30,000 
which we could have had for our- 
Selves, saved by thrift, second- 
hand furniture, doing our own 
work, not spending money on va- 
cations, not having as nice clothes 
as other people had, ete. 

The opportunities for invest- 
ment are no less now than they 
have been before. Some years ago 
hardworking friends of mine 
bought a house and lot for $3,500. 
The other day they sold the lot 
alone for $22,500, moved the house 
off to another’ lot. And that kind 
of Opportunity for investment is 
wide open in America, and peo- 
ple are taking advantage of that 
all the time. You need not think 
that you got a special opportunity 
that other people do not have. And 
that kind of opportunity will con- 
tinue for people who work and 
think and plan and save and in- 
vest. And I assure you that care- 
ful planning, hard work, ‘thrift 
Saving, investment are not only 
legitimate- but are proper and 
good, and are encouraged in the 
Bible. The Christian is command- 


ed, “Go to the ant, thou sluggard; 


consider her ways, and be wise: 


Which having no guide, overseer, 
or ruler, Provideth her meat in 
the summer, and gathereth her 
food in the harvest” (Prov. 6:6-8). 

"The Bible does not indicate that 
it is wrong to be rich. Instead, 
the Bible plainly says that it is 
God that gives the power to get 
wealth. The Bible indicates that 
God specially blessed Job and gave 
him riches because he was a faith- 
ful, good man and deserved it. The 
Bible boasts about the riches of 
Solomon, a man who received 
special wisdom from God, Abra- 
ham, Isaac, and Jacob gave God 
the credit for giving them wealth, 
and the Bible certainly teaches 
that their wealth came from God 
because they trusted Him and 
served Him. The foolish talk in 
Sunday School quarterlies and by 
denominational literature, partic- 
ularly Methodist denominational 
literature, condemning the own- 
ing of wealth and capitalism, is 
not based at all upon the Bible. | 
And if one could redistribute the . 
wealth, giving people what they did 
not earn, it would not bless them . 
but would curse them. And then 
if people were left to themselves, 
without the meddling of a-social- 
istic government, for a few years, 


}people would be divided again and 


those who work harder and are 
thrifty and saving, and are 
thoughtful; those who do not get 
drunk nor get divorces, nor depend 
upon the government, but simply 
go on in hard work and saving 
and thinking and investing, would 
get more money, and the spend- 
thrifts and the lazy ones and those 
who want the government to sup- 
port them, would be poor again. 

Third, there is a great respon- 
sibility that goes with property. 
The rich should give to the poor 
when they are needy. The rich 
should take special care to -help 
in matters of education and bene- 
volence. Through the years, great 
men have felt that responsibility, 
and nearly all of our educational 
institutions, our hospitals, our or- 
phanages, the Red Cross, the com- 
munity Chests, have been largely 
supported by the gifts of wealthy 
men and women, besides. private 
benevolence. Rich people pay more 
taxes but they give far more to 
the poor and to benevolent en- 
terprises and charities also. A 
generous heart ought to go with a 
thrifty disposition, and God will 
continue to bless the man who is 
liberal in heart. “The liberal soul 
Shall be made fat: and he that 
watereth shall .be watered also 
himself” (Prov. 11:25). So the best 
way a rich man can use his mon- 
ey and his property is not by giv- 
ing his property to the poor, or 
helping a socialistic government to 
“redistribute the wealth,” but to » 
See that he is liberal to God's 
causes and to poor people in real 
need and to charities that are 
carefully managed. And he should 
be sure that he gives God the glory 
for his wealth, that he uses his 
greater opportunity to do good in 
getting out the Gospel with his 
means. And thus he will do far 
more good than he could do if he 
were to give away his farm or his 
buildings, or his stock.

Sometimes Misnamed Spiritualism 


By Wm. C. Irvine 


The Scriptures fail not to warn 
‘those living in the Jast days that 
many shall abandon the faith, 
“giving heed to seducing spirits 
and doctrines of demons through 
the hypocrisy of men that speak 
lies” (1 Tim. 5:1, 2, R.V.). These 
spirits are well described as “se- 
ducing spirits,” for they first seek 
to gain the victim’s confidence 
and then to undermine his or her 
faith in the Word of God. When 
tempting Christ, Satan quoted 
(rather, misquoted) Scripture, and 
so do modern mediums; but like 
Satan in the garden of Eden, they 
soon seek to cast doubt on the 
Word of God and to belittle its 
authority. 


Could anything be clearer than 
the following Scriptures :— 


“And the soul that turneth 
after such as have familiar spir- 
its, and after wizards, to go a- 
whoring after them, I will even 
set My face against that soul, 
and I will cut him off from 
among his people. ...A man 
also or woman that hath a fa- 
miliar spirit, or that is a wizard, 
shall surely be put to death: 
they shall “stone them with 
stones: their blood shall be up- 
on them” (Lev. 20:6, 27). 


Growth of Spiritism

Its dangers are terrible, and 
are incurred by all who dabble 
with the cult.

per.” You go out. Supposing that 
when you come back you find me 
in the front room in your finest 
chair, with your bedroom slippers 
on, reading your newspaper, with 
your radio turned on. 

Now, friend, you have a right to 
do some things at your house that 
would not be very nice for me to 
do, and that is because you own 
your house. And God, by right of 
being the Creator, has the right 
to do some things, and He has a 
right to say some things which 
you and I never have any right 
to do or say. 

Another reason why God can 
do that is because His judgment 
is never in error. I believe I read 
in THE SWORD OF THE LORD where 
Monroe Parker said: “If God calls 
a man a fool, you can put it down 
that that is what that man is.” 
At a court trial down here, the 
evidence is never all in. There are 
always a lot of things in the 
hearts of men who are in the trial 
that the judge never knows and 
the jury is never able in this life 
to find out. But God knows all 
the evidence in every case.

You just tell me what men highly 
esteem, then I will tell you what 
is the curse in the sight of God.

I remember when I was pastor, 
the first charge I was ever on, one 
of the members came to visit me.

I said, “What is the name of 
it?” 

He said, “One Foot in Heaven.” 

I said, ‘““What’s that like?” 

He said, “It is about a preacher 
in an old broken-down parsonage, 
and he didn’t get any salary, and 
he had a pretty tough time.” 

I said, “Why in the world do 
you think I ought to see a thing 
like that?” I said, “Do you know 
what I feel like telling you? I 
feel like telling you what Peter 
said to the Lord, ‘Lord, not my 
feet only, but also my hands and 
my head.’” I want to go whole 
body into Heaven, not just one 
foot when I go. 

am against the movies. Even 
if} everybody thinks they are all 
right, the Lord says they are a 
curse to me. Everybody in the 
community thinks it is all right. 
Here is a good business man. You 
have never trusted the Lord Jesus. 
You don’t know Him as your Sa- 
viour. The Bible says that any- 
thing that men highly esteem is 
a curse. And friend, God says, 
“You fool.” 


The Fool’s Talk 


I would like to tell you some 
things about a fool. Back in Psalm 
14:1 is the fool’s talk. It says, 
“The fool hath said in his heart, 
There is no God.” Now it doesn’t 
say that a fool stands down on the 
street corner and yells with all his 
might, “There is no God.” The 
fool says down in his heart, 
“There is no God.” You see, he 


Fool’’ 
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has a good business; he has a nice 
farm, and he just lives like there 
isn’t any God. The Bible says, 
“Prepare to meet thy God.” 
Friend, no matter who you are, 
you are going to face God some 
time. You might forget the den- 
tist’s appointment, you might for- 
get the doctor’s appointment, but 
you won't forget God's appoint- 
ment. You will have to stand be- 
fore God, and He says, “Prepare.”’ 
The fool says it in his heart, he 
doesn’t say it in his head. His 
head wouldn’t know how to come 
to that dumb conclusion. Down in 
his heart he knows there is a God, 
but he denies it by the way that 
he lives and the way he turns God 
aside. Now that is the fool’s talk. 


The Fool’s Walk 


In Ecclesiastes 2:14 is the fool’s 
walk. The Bible says that “the 
fool walketh in darkness.” Any- 
body who is unsaved is walking 
in darkness. You might have on a 
nice suit, you might have a thou- 
sand dollars in your hip pocket 
in your wallet; you might have 
every lodge badge in your coat, 
you might have all things this 
world can provide; you may have 
one title deed to this and to that; 
but you are walking around in the 
dark. You don’t know where you 
are going. Your appointment is in 
darkness. Do you know what Paul 
said? He said that when you are 
saved, you are not children of 
darkness, you are children of light. 
He said that that day won't over- 


take you if you are not children) 


of darkness, when you are born 
again. People who are unsaved 
are lost, wandering around. They 
may have a lot of education, but 
they do not know the Lord Jesus. 


The Fool’s Pleasure 


And now another thing: the 
fool’s pleasure. It tells us in Ec- 
clesiastes 7:6, “For as the crack- 
ling of thorns under a pot, so is 
the laughter of the fool.” That is 
what the pleasure of this world is. 
The world today wants its plea- 
sure. It likes to hear the music as 
it comes from a dance floor. They 
call it the sweetest music this side 
of Heaven. I am glad they say 
“this side’; it doesn’t compare 
with the music on the other side. 
It may sound all right to you, 
friend; the things of the world 
may sound good, but God says it 


is just like fire underneath water | 


when it is boiling, burning up. 
Some time the fire must come, 
some time the judgment of God 
will come, and you will curse the 
day that you put your foot on the 
Devil’s ground, the hour that you 
thought more of business, the hour 
that you turned to everything but 
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Jesus, and God wrote you down as 
a fool. 


The Fool’s House 


And now another thing: the 
fool’s house. In Matthew, chapter 
7, the Lord Jesus told about two 
men. He said: 

“Whosoever heareth these say- 
ings of mine, and doeth them, I 
will liken him unto a wise man, 
which built his house upon a rock: 
And the rain descended, and the 
floods came, and the winds blew, 
and beat upon that house; and it 
fell not: for it was founded upon 
a rock.” 

Then He said: 

“And every one that heareth 
these sayings of mine, and doeth 
them not, shall be likened unto a 
foolish man, which built his house 
upon the sand: And the rain des- 
cended, and the floods came, and 
the winds blew, and beat upon 
that house; and it fell: and great 
was the fall of it.” 

Now the Lord did not say that 
this man didn’t have a nice house 
built on the sand. I think every- 
body in the community thought 
his house looked as nice as the 


fellow’s on the rock. But the Lord) 
said that he built it on sand. And; 


when the wind came, and the| 
floods struck, then the house 
dropped, and the Lord said, 


“Great was the fall of it.’”’ People 
stood around after that with their 
eyes open, stood in great amaze- 
ment as the Lord spoke as one 
having authority, and not as the 
scribes. 


The Fool’s End 


Now the final thing is the fool’s 
end. That is the verse I am 
preaching on tonight. “Thou fool, | 
this night... .” 

I remember one night I went 
back to a meeting like this. A man 
was standing there whom I tried 
to win to the Lord. He never 
would come. I stood by his side 
and I urged him to come to Jesus. 
Everybody called him Pat. I said, 
“Pat, don’t you think you had 
better come to Jesus?” 

He said, “No.” 

ISdid, “Pat, I want to ask you 
a few things I have never asked 
you before.” I said, “Winter is 
coming on. I suppose you have 
your stove already set up for the 
winter. Do you have any wood 
cut?” 

“Yes, Joe. If it gets cold, I have 
the wood all cut; I’ve got the 
stove in.” 

“IT want to ask you something 
else. I noticed your garden and 
tne fine things that you had 
planted this summer. Did your 
wife can any of them? Do you 
have any of them down in the cel- 
lar in case you get a big snow) 
and can’t get out?” 

“Joe, we have the shelves in the 
cellar just loaded. They are all 
full. If nobody else can get any 
food, I will have plenty of it here.”’ 

I said, “I want to ask you some- 
thing else. Did you ever think 
lightning might strike your house? 
Do you have it insured?”’ 

“Joe, I have everything insured. 
The house is insured. My wife is 
insured, I have insurance. We 
have insurance. We have lots of 
potatoes. We have lots of food 
down in the cellar. We are all 
ready.” 

I said, “Are you ready if you 
die tonight? Suppose God would 
call you out of this world. Are 
you ready for that?” 

He bowed his head. 

Friend, are you ready for that? 
You might be ready for every- 
thing else, but are you ready if 
God should call you tonight? And 
He may do it. 

I read of a mother one time who 
carried a little baby to see the 
doctor. The preacher went along. 
She said, “Doctor, my baby has 
not opened his eyes in the last 
couple of days, and I am worried.” 

The doctor took some salve, 
rubbed. it on the baby’s eyelids, 
then he said, “Lady, your baby 
hasn’t seen anything for three 
days. Your baby has gone blind. 
Your baby will never see any- 
thing.” 

When that struck into her 
heart, she let out a wail that filled 
the office. The doctor and the 
preacher bowed their heads and 
both began to cry. After awhile 
the mother got up and walked 
out carrying the baby in her arms. 
The doctor then looked at the 
preacher and said, “I could have 


saved that baby’s sight if only she 


had brought the baby in just a day 
ahead of time.” She neglected her 
baby, and the baby lost his sight. 

You say, “Oh, how I pity her!” 
But friend, you had ten thousand 
times rather go blind in the eyes 
than blind in soul. Some of you 
people tonight are neglecting. You 
know what you ought to do. You 
know you have your business; you 
are hanging on to this, and you 
are hanging on to that, when you 
know that you ought to come. 
You go to bed at night thinking 
about a new barn. You ought to 
think about the new birth. And 
God says to you, “Thou fool.” 

I often picture in my mind this 
man on this terrible night. I be- 
lieve the architect came over and 
knocked on the door. He said, 
“Now I have the plans all ready. 
Do you have some time?” The 
rich man says, “Yes, come on into 
the drawing room.” I think when 
they entered there, the architect 
unfolded the plans and said, ‘““Now 
I know that you will need a lot 
of room, and so we have planned 
for that. This is the picture of the 
way the barn is going to be.” 

I believe that while they were 
talking the man’s wife came in. 
She said, “I have put the children 
to bed, and I am going to bed, too, 
if you don’t mind.” The husband 
said, “All right.” She went on to 
bed. They sat there. He couldn't 
talk about baseball or politics, or 
Korea, or anything like that. But 
when they talked about that new 
barn, when they talked about that 
farm, the rich man just seemed to 
light up! So that is what they 
talked about. 

Along about midnight the archi- 
tect said, “Well, now I have got 
to go home. I know my wife has 
been waiting. She has something 
for me to eat before we go to bed.” 
So he got up and said goodnight, 
and went outside the door. I think 
the rich man turned the key in the 
lock, then went around and pul- 
led down all the blinds. Then I 
believe he was going to bed, but 
he couldn’t go to bed. Do you 
know why? Oh, that new barn! 
He is planning for years ahead. 
“Now my crops are all right. If 
I can just get this new barn up, 
I will fill it this year. Then next 
year, maybe we can plan on an- 
other barn. And then maybe in a 
few more years I will be bringing 
in more money and can plan on 
another barn. My business is going 
to expand, and I will be really 
sitting in ease. Soul, you don’t 
have anything to worry about.” 

There he sat, in the quietness 
of his home. You couldn’t hear a 
sound. He raised his eyes, and 


there was a stranger, all dressed | 


in black. He said, “DEATH, you 
haven’t come for me!” 

And Death said, “Thou fool, this 
night thy soul shall be required 
of thee.” 

He said, “I am not ready to go. 
Why, I never went to church; I 
never prepared to meet God, and 
I have a lot of other things plan- 
ned.” 

Death said, “I have come, and 
you have got to go.” 

But he said, “I am not ready.” 


But Death just reached out and 
touched him on the forehead and 
his heart stopped beating. In a 
little while his brow became cold. 
There he sat all alone, in the dark- 
ness of that black night, and with 
everything still. 

Early in the morning the ser- 
vants got up to work out at the 
old barn. They passed him sitting 
there, but they thought he had 
just fallen asleep. They knew he 
was up late. I imagine when the 
women came down to work in 
the kitchen, they saw him sitting 
there, but as they passed by, they 
thought he had just fallen asleep. 
I believe when the wife awoke she 
was alarmed for no one was there 
beside her. I believe she jumped 
from the bed and called one of the 
hired women and said, “Have you 
seen my husband? Where is he?” 
And she said, “Oh, now, don’t 
worry! He went to sleep down 
there in the drawing room.” I 
believe she ran. I believe she was 
afraid he might have had a heart 
attack the way he had been work- 
ing. She ran into the drawing 
room, went over and put her hand 
on his forehead that was just as 
cold as marble. She called down 
the children; called in the neigh- 
bors. How they cried! 


Then that day they had to have 
the funeral, as the Jews did. I 


think a man from the synagogue 
stood up and gave a great oration. 
I believe he pointed to this man 
as the beacon light of the com- 
munity. All young men. should 
follow after him. Then they low- 
ered his body down into the tomb. 
When the mourners had gone, 
when the family was back home 
on the farm, in the darkness of 
that black night an angel came 
from Heaven, slipped among the 
tombstones and in letters of fire 
wrote on that stone, “Thou fool.” 


I wonder, friend, if God. could 
write that of your life tonight. 
Won’t you take a lesson from this 
man? Won’t you come and lay 
down that life and say, “Jesus, you 
can have me. Tonight you can 
have me. I won’t live for the fool- 
ish things of the world; I will 
build on the blood.” 


I wonder how many listening to 
me tonight are unsaved? How 
many of you who have walked in 
here don’t know Jesus Christ as

This is the 
distinctive work of the Holy 
Ghost.

A worldly, rebellious, sinful 
church member will want cold, 
compromising, formal preaching. 


They want no preaching against 
sin and worldliness.

They substitute radio, TV, base- 
ball, the beaches, auto-riding, sec- 
ular reading, sleeping, and such 
like for the preaching of the Gos- 
pel of the Lord Jesus Christ. 

No known thing can substitute 
for the preaching service. It is 
indeed a worship service. It is 
where. inspiration is bred for do- 
ing big deeds for Him! It is sec- 
ond only to the prayer practice in 
kindling spiritual fires. It is the 
place and time for the largest 
number of public professions of 
faith in the Lord Jesus Christ. 
It is the service that welds to- 
gether the church in real Christian 
fellowship. 

God in His Word says sweet 
and strong things about preaching 
not spoken of other Christian 
functions. Here is one such com- 
pliment and testimony to the place 
and power of preaching: 


“For Christ sent me not to 
baptize, but to preach the gos- 
pel: not with wisdom of words, 
lest the cross of Christ should 
be made of none effect. For 
the preaching of the cross is to 
them that perish foolishness; 
but unto us which are saved it 
is the power of God. For it is 
written, I will destroy the wis- 
dom of the wise, and will bring 
to nothing the understanding of 
the prudent. Where is the wise? 
where is the scribe? where is 
the disputer of this world? hath 
not God made foolish the wis- 
dom of this world? For after 
that in the wisdom of God the 
world by wisdom knew not God, 
it pleased God by the foolish- 
ness of preaching to save them 
that believe. For the Jews re- 
quire a sign, and the Greeks 
seek after wisdom: But we 
preach Christ crucified, unto the 
Jews a_stumbling-block, and 
unto the Greeks foolishness; But 
unto them which are called, both 
Jews and Greeks, Christ the 
power of God, and the wisdom of 
God.

there is put on each car a seal, 
and on that seal the stamp of the 
railroad company. No man dare 
touch that seal until the freight 
reaches its destination. 


We are “sealed unto the day of 
redemption.” I thank God that the 
power that is within us is greater 
than the power that is without. 
Oh, trembling soul, are you afraid 
that the Devil will get the victory 
over God? You may have your 
property taken from you, and the 
friends you love may go; but do 
you know that nothing can hap- 
pen to you without the permission 
of God? If we are God's children, 
the power that dwells within us is 
greater than the powers that are 
without us. 

Mr. Moody used to say that he 
never knew a Christian worker 
whose name was worth being on 
the roll who was in doubt about 
his personal salvation. The Holy 
Spirit, in giving us the assurance 
of salvation, settles for us the 
greatest question that ever 
throbbed in any human breast. 


(4) It is also the purpose of the 
Holy Spirit to give us growth in 
grace. The fruit of the Spirit— 
not fruits, but one great luscious 
fruit with many component parts 
—is joy, peace, longsuffering, gen- 
tleness, goodness, meekness, tem- 
perance, faith. 


The matter of growth in grace 
is one that is widely talked about 
among Christians. It is a popular 
subject in our 
meetings, and yet it is the one 


suffering, gentle, good, meek, tem- 
perate? God’s method of growth 
in grace is by the Holy Spirit. We 
are to hand over to Him the chart 
of our life, and let the Holy Spirit 
work in us. 

(5) The Holy Spirit is also here 
to enable us to interpret the Word 
of God. We must have teaching 
from above. 

Some years ago I was in a town 
in one of the Southern States upon 
a preaching appointment.

Then why cannot we? Must we 
idly by and continue to 
make our daisy chains while hu- 
manity, at the rate of a hundred 
million a year, is being derailed 
into the abysmal orbit of godless, 
atheistic communism? Are we 
asleep at the switch? Think of 
it, Mr. and Mrs. Christian Amer- 
ica, ponder it and shudder...six 
hundred million in a half dozen 
years. It is staggering to con- 
template what the communists did 
for their cause in China in nine- 
teen months, what the Christian 
church did not achieve for Christ 
in aS many centuries. 


Shame, thrice shame that the 
tidings of God’s love, His gift to 
the world in the person of His 
only begotten Son, ‘*he news of 
His sin-atoning death and the 
message of eternal life by grace. 
through faith in Him is still with- 
held from the vast majority of 
men. Men who have a right to 
hear! Men who have a right to 
share the living bread. While vast 
continents still lie shrouded in 
midnight darkness, and hundreds 
of millions sti suffer the hor- 
rors of heathenism and the threat 
of communism, the burden of the 
proof rests upon you, upon me, 
to show that we are not morally 
obligated to pass the Bread along, 
out and back, BACK, BACK to 
the very last man, the last woman 
and the last child in the last row. 
Till every outstretched hand in 
the great world of hungry-hearted 
humans has clutched at least a 
crust of soul food. 


I say, the crumbs that fall from 
the spiritual tables in America 
would-satisfy the hunger of mil- 
lions of famishing souls who plead 
for bread. Our neglect is criminal, 
our position untenable! There is 
no excuse for such apathy, inertia, 
selfishness, disobedience. It \is un- 
justifiable, indefensible! God help 
us! 

Her Majesty, Queen Victoria, 
was once asked how much time 


message throughout the world 
through her army and navy. ‘““Thir- 
ty days,’”’ was her confident reply. 
And that, in a Victorian age with 
all its limitations! Ours is a new 
day of communication, transpor- 
tation and facility. That which is 
done in a corner today is known 
around tthe world tomorrow. What 
is local one moment can be uni- 
versal the next. One can scarcely 
think out loud without being heard 
in the antipodes. The Reader’s Di- 
gest report of the Atlantic sink- 
ing of the Flying Enterprise fur- 
nishes food for thought. News 
agencies, radio and television ser- 
vices spent over one million dol- 
lars and hazarded many lives to 
keep the world abreast with hour- 
by-hour reports of that saga of the 
sea. Within ten minutes of the 
‘fatal plunge,’ Britain and Amer- 
ica knew, and within twenty min- 
utes, from Karachi to Bagdad, 
from Capetown to Brisbane, the 
news compassed land and sea. 
That’s today! Yet today, in our 
generation, there are more hun- 
gry-hearted, uninformed, untold 
and unfed than in any hour of his- 
tory. 


Simeon Calhoun affirmed in his 
by-gone day, “It is my deep con- 
viction, and I say it again, if the 
Church of Christ were where she 
ought to be, twenty years would 
not pass away until the story of 
the Cross would be uttered in 
the ear of every living man.” The 
church of every generation is 
commissioned by Christ to evan- 
gelize the world in its generation 
and so present Him as the only 
Saviour and divine Lord that every 
human being will have a fair op- 
portunity to intelligently accept 
or reject Him. The early Christians 
did just that. “They that were 
scattered abroad WENT EVERY- 
WHERE preaching the Word,” so 
much so that it was reported of 
them, “these that have turned 
the world upside down are come 
hither also’ (Acts 8:4, Acts 17:6). 
Can you, can I, honestly affirm 
that in apostolic fashion and like 
David of old, we too are “serving 
our generation by the will of 
God’? 


Now what is the matter? Put- 
ting aside fancy talk, we must get 
out of our rut and take the Gospel 
to those who have it not... .every 
creature...all the world...all na- 
tions (even those behind curtains). 
This must be the purpose, pas- 
sion and scope of modern missions. 


Jesus said, “My Gospel shall be 
preached in all the world.” I take 
this as a command and a predic- 
tion. If a command, it MUST be 
done! If a prediction, it WILL be 
done! All because it should be 
done and can be done! But not 
with the present snail’s pace! 
There must be a recklessness, an 
abandon, a giving all...and then 
will come the divine implementa- 
tion without which it would be an 
impossibility. Away then with 
pessimism, be gone apathy. ..come 
abandon, daring that will equal 
that of a twentieth century com- 
munist. 


I say, the hour for defeatism is 
over! All the talk about “closed 
doors” and “closing doors” with 
“one year left to evangelize this 
foreign country and_e eighteen 
months in that!” Who said so? 
One would think the Cause is 
lost, that God is dead! The tomb of 
Lazarus presented a “closed door” 
too! Jericho’s gates were “‘straight- 
ly shut up” too, but not by God! 
Well might be pondered the re- 
joinder of Jesus when the weep- 
ing sisters of deceased Lazarus 
cautioned Him against any rash 
move. Hear His rebuke, “Said I 
not unto thee, that, if thou would- 
est believe, thou shouldest see the 
glory of God?” Here too, was one 
of those ‘impossible’ situations. 
Things had gone too far, too long; 
‘he hath been dead four days... 
by this time he stinketh.” But 
when, at His command, life-giving 
blood started coursing through 
those shrunken arteries of their 
beloved, their thoughts of discre- 
tion, their doubts and fears were 
cast to the winds. They were 
standing in the presence of the 
Resurrection and the Life, all un- 
aware. 


Motivated by a fear hysteria 
based on a philosophy purely out- 
ward, not upward, present-day 
Christians are singing funereal- 
like, “When the lights GO OUT- 
all over the world,” unmindful that 
Jesus said, “I am the light of the 
world.” Said He, “Ye are the

so shine among men that they 
may see your good works and 
glorify your Father which is in 
heaven.” God’s word declares, 
“Greater is He that is in you, 
than he that is in the world... 
this is the victory that overcometh 
the world, even your faith.” But 
what kind of faith is manifest by 
us if we concede we are fight- 
ing a losing battle, that the light 
is going out not to be rekindled 
in our generation, perhaps never? 
Away with such wicked philoso- 
phy, such negativism! How can 
God honor it? It is analagous to 
that of the woman who prayed the 
“prayer of faith” for the “moun- 
tain to be removed” from her pro- 
perty and when nothing happened 
betrayed her unbelief all the while 
with, “I knew it wouldn’t hap- 
pen.”” How could it happen? 


Defeatism Is A Sin! 


We must get our eyes off the 
waves or we'll go down too, just 
like Peter. We must stop counting 
devils—that makes them multiply! 
Let’s discourage discouragement! 
Quell it, stanch it, rebuke it! God 
never uses a discouraged man 
even though he be an Elijah! Like 
David of old, let’s “encourage our- 
selves in the Lord our God.” Let’s 
affirm IT CAN BE DONE and do 
it! Let’s revamp our” thinking, 
discard our outworn cliches. In- 
stead of saying alarmingly, “It’s 
now or never’ let’s simply say, 
“IT’S NOW.” Stop moaning, “If 
God doesn’t help us ... so and so 
will happen.” God WILL help us 
and that right early. Put an end 


to inundate earth’s millions who 
exist in ignorance, superstition 
and want. Yet, what in Heaven's 
name would we do with the op- 
portunity if God should open 
China, Russia, Poland, etc., to the 
Gospel tomorrow? Could we get 
the Bread to them before they 
perished in the way? Yet, that 
could conceivably happen. What 
are man-made curtains compared 
to Him “that stretcheth out the 
heavens as a curtain, and spread- 
eth them out as a tent to dwell in: 


Have ye not known? HKave ye 
not heard? hath it not been 
told you from the beginning? 
have ye not understood from 
the foundations of the earth? 
It is he that sitteth upon the cir- 
cle of the earth, and the in- 
habitants thereof are as grass- 
hoppers; that stretcheth out the 
heavens as a curtain, and 
spreadeth them out as a tent 
to dwell in: That bringeth the 
princes to nothing; he maketh 
the judges of the earth as van- 
ity. Yea, they shall not be plant- 
ed; yea, they shall not be sown;

Formulated for success, not de- 
feat? Get out of our minds that 
God is through with this world, 
or huge segments of it. This is 
Satan’s strategy, pure and simple, 
and he is a “liar and the father 
of it.”’ 


“There is no substitute for vic- 
tory,” were the destined-to-be- 
immortal words of General Doug- 
las MacArthur in his report to the 
nation concerning the shamefully 
attenuated, half-prosecuted, stale- 
mate-of-a-war in Korea. So, in the 
Lord’s rank and file, half meas- 
ures wilt. not do. It is impossible 
for us to merely hold our own. We 
must advance. We must stop beat- 
ing retreats. One lesson modern 
warfare has taught is the dis- 
covery that defensive action can 
never bring any sort of final vic- 
tory. “The best form of defense 
is attack,” says the military. So, 
for the Christian the only ade- 
quate defense is a dynamic, Christ- 
led offence. Just “living mn a house 
by ithe side of the road’ will not 
do. Passive goodness will not do. 
We must strike while the iron is 
hot. If it is not hot, then make 
it hot by striking, and strike so 
hard for God that it will react 
simultaneously throughout the 
earth. ..“_BOTH in Jerusalem [the 
home base]...and to the utter- 
most part of the earth.” Last 
minute feints against the enemies 
flanks, all the while planning for 
eventual defeat when ever the 
enemy arbitrarily decides to 
steam-roller us—what kind of 
warfare is that? Hurried, little 
feverish efforts to get the Gospels 
printed and distributed in foreign 
lands, to send forth the mission- 
aries, to train the natives “before 
we are forced to run from before 
the communists” is simply cater- 
ing into the Devil’s hands. This 
has got to stop! If all the Eliabs, 
the Abinidabs, the Shammahs must 
quail before Goliath, may some, 
may one stripling of a David have 
the audacity to come against him 
for the honor of God’s Cause and 
the glory of His name.

They are, first, heathenism; sec- 
end. communism; third, Christian 
Aefeatism. From my point of view 
qagan darkness is bad, atheistic 
communism is worse, but Christian 
defeatism is worst of all. I re- 
peat what I have already stated, 
we must get out of the rut of 
world-damning defeatism. At the 
visk of the ludicrous, this little 
story will illustrate. 

A frog one spring day found 
Himself in a deep rut on a coun- 
try road. His efforts to jump out 
were unavailing. He couldn't get 
out! His friends came to his res- 
cue. but their united efforts were 
without success. He couldn't get 
out! But the next day one of his 
frog friends saw him hopping 
ehout the country-side ‘chipper as 
ever, no longer in the rut. He 
»sked, “How come? Yesterday you 
were in the rut; I thought you 
couldn’t get out.” “I couldn't,” 
replied frog number one, “but a 
tsig truck came down the road and 
I had to.” 


That truck coming down the 
yoad is communism and a host 
ef other “isms,” “osophies” and 
‘“ologies” stalking the world. If 

no other reason, the desire 


for 

io live in a free world, the law 
of self-preservation should dictate 
© course of superhuman action to 
clear ourselves of the rut of 


apathy, defeatism, I-can’t-ism, we- 


ean't-ism. But even this is too 
selfish and negative a motive. 
Back and behind all this should 
be the stimulating desire to see 
men saved not from heathenism 
mod its horrors, not from commu- 
nism and its tyranny, but from sin 
and its eternal consequences. Un- 
derneath all else, I say, lies the 
overwhelming passion to see Christ 
known and exalted among the 
fieathen. All this plus selfless, sac- 
rificing efforts to honestly obey 
<“hrist’s commands. 

Like the parable of the little 
frog, men under strong impulse 
have done the supposedly impos- 
sible, with God’s help. The Apos- 
fle Paul accomplished Herculian 
tasks because he felt strongly, “I 
must preach the Gospel in the 
regions beyond...I am a debtor 
to the heathen...woe is me if I 
preach not the Gospel.” He owed 
if to them with an awful sense 
of obligation and _ responsibility 
Jike Asahel Grant, who said, “I 
cannot, I dare not go up to the 
judgment till I have done the ut- 
most God enables me to do to 
diffuse His glory throughout the 
world.” Are we so constrained? 


We Who Have the Gospel 
Owe It to Those Who 
Have It Not 


Paul’s rousing indictment 
azainst certain lethargic members 
of the Corinthian church of his 
cay needs a re-preachment today. 
tHe wrote them, “Awake to right- 
eousness and sin not, for some 
have not the knowledge of the 
truth, I speak this to your shame” 
(L Cor. 15:34). Two classes of 


people are heres jnferred...the 
“haves” and the “hate nots.” 
Among all nations, America has 


practically all the food, all the 
refrigerators, all the beds, all the 


radios. etc., etc., and most of the 
Gospel. We do not work much at 
saving souls in America, but at 
least most people could find the 
Gospel. Copies of God's Word can 
be purchased in the dime store, 
there is one in practically every 
hotel room, and millions of Amer- 
ican homes possess multi-copies 
of the Bible, New Testament or 


May He find us all “occupying” 
(not analyzing) when He comes. 
Let that “‘Noah’s day dodge” for 
unbelief and inertia die from over- 
work. Here’s how I know it is the 
Devil's ruse...But eight souls 
were saved in Noah’s time, in 
contrast to the thousands of con- 
versions in our day, belying the 
usual interpretation and applica- 
tion. Whatever else is implied in 
the parallelisms of then and now
